REJOICING IN ENGLAND. 



Lokdok, April 24, midnight.— Late 
and startling intelligence baa just been re- 
oeived from Australia, that Prince Alfred, 
who ia -visiting Sydney, was shot and dan- 

frooaly wounded by an unknown person, 
he would-be assassin, who was said to be 
a Fenian, was promptly arrested. The 
Prince, according to the latest advices, 
was slowly recovering. 

London, April 25. — Further particu- 
lars slate that the culprit who attempted 
to assassinate Prince Alfred is an Irish- 
man named Farrell, known to be a Fenian. 
The Prince was shot in the back and the 
ball was not extracted for two dsyi The 
wound ia dangerous aad .painful, but the 
Prince is doing "well. The afiair took 
place at Sidney on the 12th of March. 

London, April 25, evening.— The atr 
tempted assassination of Prince Alfred by 
the Fenian Farrrel], has produced the 
most profound excitement from one end 
of the nation to the other. The press 
teems with denunciations of the assassin, 
and among the people, with whom- the 
Prince was a great favourite, the crime 
forms the great topic of-conversation. 

London, April 26, evening. — The fol- 
lowing intelligence was received from Abys- 
sinia : A battle was fought on Good Fri- 
day before Magdala, between the British 
tfoopfl, commanded by Gen. Napier, and 
the Abyssinian forces, under the command 
of their King in person. The latter was 
defeated, and retreated into the town. 
Their loss ip killed and wounded was very 
heavy. On the Monday following, all his 
peparations having been completed, Gen. 
Napier ordered an assault upon Magdala, 
and the town and citadel were carried by 
storm. King Theodoras was slain. A 
large number of his warriors were killed, 
wounded and taken prisoners, and the en- 
tire capital remained in the possession of 
the British forces. The loss of the Bri- 
tish in killed and wounded was small. 
All the British captives were found in 
the city, alive and well, and were set free. 
Gen. Napier's instant -return to the sea 
coast is expected. 

Advices from Napier's headquarters in 
Magdala, without date, are also at hand. 
They state that the Europeans lately held 
captive there, numbering sixty souls, in- 
cluding men, women and children, were 
already en -route to Zoula, for home; and 
that the entire force of Theodore's army 
had either been killed, wounded or cap- 
tured. 

Paris, April 26. — In consequence of 
the recent troubles in Japan, and the out- 
rage committed there on French seamen, 
the fleet in the Japanese, waters is to be 
augmented, and orders to that effect have 
been issued Crom^thc Ministry of the 

Marine. 

London, April 26.— A despatch from 
Sydney, New. South Wales, dated March 
31st, 6tates that Prince Alfred was re- 
covering from the effects of his wound. 

London, April 27. — Still later advices 
were received from Sydney, Australia, to- 
day. Farrell, who attempted to assassi- 
nate Prince Alfred, was duly indicted, 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced to death. 

The" trialof the Fenian prisoners who 
are accused of causing the Clerkenwell 
explosion, was ■ resumed this forenoon. 
The Attorney-General concluded bis sum- 
ming up to-day. He sifted the evidence 
designed to prove an alabi in the case of 
-the prisoner Barrett, and asserted that 
all the witnesses who had swom in his 
presence in Glasgow on the 13th of De- 
cember were either avowed members of 
the Fenian organixation or persons who 
sympathized with it. He said this attempt 
to prove an alibi was part of a concocted 
scheme planned by Barret himself. In 
conclusion he called the attention of the 

{"ury to tbeinconlrovertible evidence given 
tj a witness whose integrity was unim- 
peachable, that Barret did come bo Lon- 
don for the express purpose of joining this 
murderous conspiracy to release his co- 
labourer Burke. 

The counsel for Barrett replied in an 
elaborate speech for his client. 

Lord Chief Justice Cockburn then de- 
livered the charge to the jury. 

The jury then retired, and after a very 
brief delay they 'returned. Barret was 
found guilty. Ail the other prisoners 
were acquitted. 

London, April g7, evening. — Great 
joy prevails throughout the nation over 
the glorious news from the British troops 
in Abyssinia, and the safety of Prince 
Alfred. To-day has been observed as a 
sort of impromptu holiday. At the Stock 
Exchange to-day national hymns were 
sung, and enthusiastic cheers were given 
I for the Queen. 

The press and people everywhere are 
exultant. 

Tho prisoner Barry, connected with tho 
Greek firo plot at Buckingham palace 
' came up at Bow street to-day for prelimi- 
nary examination.- The Greek fire proved 
to bo phosphorus only. The case against 
the prisoner was strong, and he was rc- 
■ manned for trial. i 

Beuti.v, April 27. — The third session 
of the North German parliament com- 
menced to-day. King William of Prus- 
sia made an opening speech. He said (o 
tho 'member's that their aim should be the 
mutual and material intercuts of Germany. 
He advised a fulfilment of the treaties 
with Austria ami Spain, and hoped that 
a dctire for the national good would rule 
them in 'all their proceedings. Ho con- 
gratulated them on their peaceful an$ 
friendly local relation*, and, trusted that 
those of North Germany with' tho Great 
Powers .gf Kurojw would justify tho be- 
lief that the maintenance or peace wak 
their i*reat and only object. The King> 
speech was paciHo Ihroughout;* lie con r 
cluded by expressing the hope that during 
the present, cession and in all events bp 
might couofupoutlre united power of 
Germany, .This remark was ver/favoury 
ably received. On tho conclusion of hi| 
« his speech he thook hands heartily with 



the Bavarian Heater. The letter called 
for three cheers Br the King, which were 
given with a. wilfc a ., 

rial, dated Magdala, April 13, gives 
following details of the oap tare of the 
great fortress: A true*, which bid been 
agreed on between Gen. Napier and Theo- 
doras, terminated carry thiq morning. Im- 
mediately after its termination, the King 
not having surrendered the captives, Gen. 
Napier priced himself al- the head of the 
1st and 2nd brigades of his army, and 
moved up the hill towards the fortress .as 
far as S h illaasee. TluVportion of the 
strong works built was "surrendered to 
Gen. Napier by the chief in command, 
and after a brisk attack, in which the Af- 
ricans were defeated, Theodoras, observ- 
ing the English advanoeand its first fruits, 
retreated into the centre of the Magdala 
works, on the platteau, having first planted 
five of bis guns at the base. When Gen. 
Napier came in sight with his brigades, 
the King's artillerymen opened on the ad- 
vance with these guns in presence of Theo- 
doras. The British replied immediately 
with their 12-pounder Armstrong and 
7-inch mountain mortar rocket guns, 
throwing rockets into the place. After 
enduring this fire a short time .King Theo- 
doras aoandoned his guns and still re- 
treating inward barricaded the Sally Ports 
and commenced a fire of musketry from 
behind his gates and wall defences. The 
Abyssioians evincing no eigne of sur- 
render, halted his advance and commenced 
bombarding their works/ The bombard- 
ment lasted three hours ; when it termi- 
nated the British commander ordered an 
assault, which was made iu fine style. 
The King's works were carried after a 
vigorous resistance on the part of the 
enemy. Theodorus lost during the en- 
gagement 60 killed and 200 wounded. 
The English had 15 wounded. After 
the works were taken Theodorus was 
found dead by the English soldiers on en- 
tering the centre of his stronghold ; he 
was shot through the head. Some per- 
sons say he was killed during one of the 
battles ; others that he committed suicide 
when he found the fortune of the day 
against him. The King's body was recog- 
nized by the British captives when re- 
teased. 

Theodore's two sons were taken pri- 
soners, and all the European prisoners set 
free. The interior oi the fortress of 
Magdala presented on extraordinary and 
splendid sight. The place glowing almost 
with barbaric splendour. The British 
troops plundered it at once. The men 
found four royal crowns of solid gold, 
twenty thousand dollars in silver, thou- 
sands of silver plates, several lots of very 
rich jewels, and numerous other articles 
of great value. General Napier takes by 
bis victory 28 large guns, 5,000 6tand of 
small arms, 10,000 shields, 10,0£0 spears, 
and many other articles of war equipments. 
The liberated British captives will start 
for homo on the 14th of April. General 
Napier's army will reorganize, fall in, and 
return to India and England at once. 

The Herald's special, dated Zoula, 18th 
April, says : The very latest reports from 
3Iagdala represent (hat- 14,000 native 
troops have laid down their arms to Gen. 
Napier, and that Theodorus had 500 sol- 
diers killed and 1,600 wounded in the 
late engagement. 

London, April 28, 2. v pan. — Both 
Houses of Parliament to-night, without a 
dissenting voice, voted an address to the 
Queen upon the subject of the recent at- 
tempt to assassinate Prince Alfred at Syd- 
ney, expressing the sympathy of the Bri- 
tish nation with the- Royal Family in the 
untoward event which has filled them with 
sorrow, and the country w|th. horror, >and 
the hope that the Prince may soon be re- 
stored to health. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Dis- 
raeli, Jn reply to a question byMr.Layard, 
made some remarks on the subject of the 
Abyssinian war, in which he spoke in the 
most flattering language of tho achieve- 
ment of General Napier and his army, and 
all who gave aid to the expedition to res- 
cue the English prisoners in the hands of 
King Theedore. The conquest of Abys- 
sinia, said the Premier, was only equalled 
by that of Mexico by Cortex. 

The House subsequently went into Com- 
mittee on the Irish Church question. 

The first of Mr. Gladstone's series of 
resolutions was debated at length, but 
none of tho most prominent members of 
the House took part in the discussion. 
No points were made by the speakers which 
have not already been repeatedly urged 
in former discussions. 

The House adjourned at one o'clock. 

New YottK, April 28.^-Thc IteraltP* 

London special says ; The Times' telegram 
states that King Theodorus rnado an at- 
tack on tho British advanco on the 10th 
of April, when ho was reported having 
about 600 men killed, and that ho was 
subsequently deserted by almost all the 
remainder of his troops. Tho King then 
retreated inside the fortress of Magdala, 
where, supported.by some .few devoted fol- 
lowers, ho made a desperate resistance to 
tho English, but finding his cause made 
hopeless by the assault of Napier's storm- 
era, he committed suicide by a pistol shot 
as the British approached his last strong- 
hold. •

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 



Perhaps no enterprise of Great Britain 
has been subjected to more hostile criti- 
cism, both at home and abroad, than the 
one which has just been so successfully 
terminated in the full accomplishment of 
its objects in the release of the captives at 
Magdala. A primary, and to us a most 
important ohjection to tho ground work 
of the whole matter, arose on the question 
of the wisdom and propriety of sending 
consular agents at all into an empire con- 
ditioned as Abyssinia. It was most justly 
and forcibly urged by those denouncing 
the expedition, that but littlo or no good 
can accruo hy attempting to create and 
maintain diplomatic relations with a bar-

honour in abandoning to their fato our 
unfortunate countrymen, rather than at a 
trifling outlay — for it is but trifling to 
England — vindicato tho proud position, 
that the privileges now enjoyed by Eng- 
lishmen aro not inferior to those held by 
the Roman citizens of old. Nay, further 
than this, wo hold tho expenditure wisely 
made, admitting the justice of tho quar- 
rel on grounds merely prudential and of 
expediency. Wo shall ho fallen on evil 
days, indeed, when it may gain orcdenoo 
that tho people of Great Britain will 
tamely suffer Indignity and wrong rather 
than, as in days of yore, Bpcnd tho last 
drop of their blood, and their lastpicco of 
gold before yielding iu a just quarrel.

called -to order by Major Moore, who made 
a short speech and announced that General 
O'Neil would not arrive until nine o'clock, 
and that the time intervening would be 
occupied by other speakers. A.L. Morri- 
son waB then introduced, and made a strong 
speech, encouraging the Brotherhood to 
rally to the Bupport of the cause which had 
failed only for a time. "His remarks were 
interrupted by tho arrival of Gen. 0*Nei!, 
who was welcomed with deafening cheers 
by all present. He was accompanied by 
the 14th Fenian regiment and a band of 
music. The excitement was intense, and 
did not subside until General O'Neil 
stepped forward and commenced his speech, 
which was an urgent appeal to Irishmen 
to enroll themselves again, ready to march 

at once upon Canada. He said, that soon 
after accepting the Presidency of the Fe- 
nian organization, he commenced the work 
of finding' out whether tho people were 
ready to sustain the plan of the organiza- 
tion, which is to place an army* in the 
enemy's eountry at the earliest possible 
moment. (Applause.) Throughout tho 
Northern States, Irishmen are watching 
for the hour when they shall receive the 
order to take up the line of march. The 
West is aroused, and are ready to take 
their proper place, which is in the front 
rank. I would be the last man to urge or 
consent to the ehedding of .Wood without 

a responsible prospect of success. Two 
years ago, when it was determined to strike. 
the blow, there was hardly a cent in the 
treasury or a man to bear arms, and then 
it was predicted that an army could not 
be placed in the field, but within three 
months an army was on the march, and if 
it had been permitted to face the enemy, 
the green flag would not only have floated 
over Canada, but would to-day float over 
a frco Irish Republic. According to the 
report, of Gen. Mcado, 37,000 men were 
sent back from the border, unablo to join 
their comrades, and in all, at least 100,000 
men wcro prevented from carrying out 
their anxious desire, — that of fighting 
againat England. Men of both Federal 
and Confederate armies united for that one 
purpose All that wo wont to day is to 
show that wo aro in earnest, and soino of 
the best military talent in America will bo 
at our disposel. We aro ready to place 
our army in tho field. Arc you, men of 
Chicago, ready? (Cries of " Yes, yea.") 
Then, if you arc, whon next wo unfurl 
tho green flag it shall not be furled again, 
and wo shall not come back, Shall wo 
givo up tho causo bccaoBo wo did not suc- 
ceed in Juno, 18G6 ? Tho menjwho think 
so aro not fit to take part in auoh a move- 
ment, and the sooner they leave our ranks 
tho belter. We want men who will not 
givo uj>, even though defeat and disaster 
starothem in tho faco. We aro not freo 
men in America whilo pur nativo land is 
yet in tho hondago which has shackled it 
for 700 years.

The New Registry Act. 

At the late session of the Legislature of 
Ontario,some alterations and admendments 
were made in tho Registry Law. These 
alterations came into force immediately 
after the passing of the Act, and aa the 
Acts of the session have not yet been pub- 
lished, comparatively few are aware of the 
changes made. These are not very impor- 
tant, except in the alterations made in the* 
tariff of fees to be charged by the IWgifi- 
trars, which have been somewhat rcduoed. 
We annex the rates now chargeable for 
registration of deeds, &o., and for searches. 
In the case of parties sending documents 
from a distance, to be registered, they 
will thus be able to ascertain the exact 
amount of fees to be sent — prepayment 
being now, as wo understand, a sine qua 
non t without literal compliance with which 
no document will be put on. record at re- 
gistry offices generally — at all events in 
the registry offico here. Deeds, mort- 
gagee, wills, leases, assignments of mort- 
gages, etc,, aro all subjected to the same 
rates per 700 words, and under; and for 
registering any of these the fees are $1.40. 
For each 100 words, or fractional part 
thereof, between 700 and. 1,400 words, 
the fee is 15c; and for each 100 words 
above 1,400, the fee is 10c. per 100. 
Thus a deed, will, or other document of 
1,000 words, will cost $1.86; of 1,400 
words, $2.45 ; of lj600 words, $2.66, and 
so on. For discharge of mortgage, with- 
out certificate on mortgage, 50c; with 
certificate, 75c For searches of title, the 
first four entries, 25c. each ; for each ad- 
ditional entry, 5c As we said before,, 
parties corresponding with the Registrar 
frequently do not know what, amount of 
fees to transmit t with their documents, and 
this is the source of much, inconvenience 
both to him and them. By attending to 
tho scalo above given, thoy can calculate 
tho amount exactly, and so have their 
papers registered and returned to them 
without further trouble or delay. — Sarnia 
Observer* ■ 



Terrible Explosion in Montreal. 



I 



Tho Montreal papers gives an account 
of tho explosion of chemicals in that city 
on Saturday last. It seems that a doctor 
Ehihardt, of Boston, (Mass..) a gentleman 
ofjjjrcat scientific attainments^ — who; we t 
believe, formerly held a commission as an 
Assistant Surgeon in tho British German 
Legion, which was raised for service during 
tho Crimean War — was desirous of demon* 
stratiog tho valuo of chloride of potash 
and tannin as an explosivo material in 
blasting rocks — ho having, it is under* 
6tood, beou in treaty with Mr. Bowie for 
utilising tho invention, for which ho has a 
patent in the United States. In view of 
tho exporimont, a holo had been drilled 
into tho rock in tho usual 'way, and a 
cartridge rnado of tho above material waa 
inserted in tho presenceof Mr. Bowie, his 
partoor, Mr. MoNortoo, Dr. Ehihardt 
and a workman, named John Dumphy. 
Tho doctor himself rammed down the 
ohargo, and in doing so used an iron rod 
instead of a copper one, as originally in- 
tended. It is believed — indeed it is al* 
most certain — that the heat engendered 
by tho rapid use of tho rod ignited th* 
material, which at once exploded without 
moviog a nartiolo of tho rock ; and, dh> 
charging from tho hole as from a gun- 
barrel, literally blow off tho head of poor 
Duraphy, who was standing closo over it, 
and sent tho trunk a distance of at least 
thirty feet down an incline. Dr. Ehihardt, - 
moro fortuoato, escaped with tho loss of 
Ins loft, hand and wrist, which wcro fear- 
fully shattered, and had afterwards to be 
amputated shortly below tho elbow. His 
faco was also considerably . burnt and 
blackened. Mr. Bowio was also, wo regret 
to &ay, fearfully Injured about the head 
and fhec, and, although his Jifo ia not 
jconarditcd, ho is, it is feared, perman- 
ently dieGgured,' and in great danger of 
losing tho sight of both his eyes. During 
Saturday and Sunday thousands of persons 
visited tho scene, whioh presented shocking 
evidences of tho disaster.; 

Montreal, April 28.— The inquest in 
the case of tho explosion at the reservoir 
has been adjouroea till next week, to en- 
ablo the jury to obtain Dr. Ehihardt'a 
testimony. The explosion seems to have - 
boon caused by Dumphy (the labourer 
who was killed) using so iron bar instead 
of wood or copper. . Dr. Ehlbardl had 
just observed Duraphy using the iron bar . 
and had etrstohed out his arm to take Jtf 
away whoa the explosion' occurred. ' ,:

Bat they have hitherto treated Cana- 
dian Fenisniam as & thing too insignificant 
for official interference, as an organization 
which, if left alone, would ultimately die 
of its own inherent folly, and have been 
content merely to keep a sharp watch upon, 
iu doings Sow, their policy in that re- 
spect is completely changed. The murder 
of McGee has been the signal for a eru- 
bide against Feniaoism which will not 
atop till it has driven every, vestige of the 
detestable organization from the country. 

'% The SQspension of the Habca* Corjnu 
gives the government full power, and Uiat j 
power they w^l oot be alow to use. Al- 
ready a number of arrests have been made, 
and a Fenian lodge discovered in Mon- 
treal, with the roll of members' names. 
Detectives are scattered over the whole 
country, and every one suspected is placed 
under arrest. No doubt, in the excited 
state of public feeling, many an innocent 
person will suffer the torture of a cruel 
suspicion, if not something worse, I only 
give expression to the almost universal 
feeling here when I say that the day of 
trifling with Canadian Feniaolam, of treat- 
ing it as a thing too insignificant for offi- 
oial touch must come to an end. From 
one end of Canada to the other there 
comes a demand that Fenianism must be 
crushed out of the country by the strong 
arm of the law, trjatthe last few years of 
uneasy, unsettled state of semi-security 
must no longer exist ; and that if there 
are traitors plotting in their midst they 
must be delivered up to justice. The 
authorities are proceeding cautiously but 
determinedly. They hold their examina- 

jf tious in secret, but from what is known, 
there is reason for believing that not only 
is the plot to assassinate McGee being re- 
vealed, but that also the heart of Cana- 
dian Fenianism is being laid bare. It 
would be strange among the many arrest- 
ed, the hope of pardon and the lust of 
gold will not induce some of them to be- 
tray their comrades. What will bo done 
with the parties arrested has not yet been 
determined, but the appointment of a 
special commission to try them is talked 
of. At any rate, when the trial takes 
place exciting times may be expected. 



Terrible Accident. 

ONE MAN KILLED AWD TWBHTT VfODNDBD. 



Last evening another was added to the 
series of terrible accidents which have oc- 
curred io and about the city within a few 
weeks. It occurred in a building known 
as Hcaley's Hall, No. 643 Archer avenue, 
where the giving way of the second floor 
precipitated a large number of persona, 
nearly three hundred in number, into the 
cellar. A large audience of enthusiastic 
Irishmen were gathered at a grand meet- 
ing of the Fenian organization, at which 
Geo. O'Neil/filr. Gibbons and other lea- 
ders of the bo Jy were present Mr. Gib- 
bons was in the middle of an exciting ap- 
peal to hia countrymen, when the, mam 
floor of the building gave way with a loud 
crash, carrying with it the posts which 
supported the floor of the hall above, 
which also fell under the great weight of 
the audience, the timbers snapping like 
reeds, and the whole multitude being pre- 
cipitated with broken beams and boards 
upon the cellar below, a distance of some 
eighteen feet. A billiard room occupied 
^the main floor, and several men were en- 
*^aged In playing at tho time, but fortu- 
nately none were injured, the inmates es- 
caping through the windows. When the 
floor caved in, numbers who were near the 
windows saved themselves by jumping out 
of or clinging to them ; and a few also 
who were in the extreme south-eastern 
portion of the building escaped uninjured. 
Immediately steps were taken for the 
rescue of the victimsof thk horrible catas- 
trophe, whoso cries and groans could be 
heard from the cellar. The lower floor 
had only partially broken away, and; by 
entering the saloon the soterers coold be 
%, reached and assistance rendered. Tbey 
were gradually drawn out; and it was 
found that the result was notso disastrous 
m was feared, although sufficiently terri- 
ble. One man was killed and some twenty 
more or less ioiured, though many of 
them slightly, and it is hoped none fatally.

?liGy beliovo they havo public as well as 
privato dulica to perform, and a portion, 
at least, of Iho wealth wliicli tlicy accu- 
rnulalo bclonge, in tvjmo bcoeo, to the 
community among whom it was aocumu* 
lated. with Ibis end in view, they ecck 
imcslrnenta at botno instead of abroad; 
thoy pu rebate land aud imprpvoit; they 
erect dwelling houses and thus encourago 
immigration Irom other places ; they en- 
largo their own buf.inc&3 as fast aa good 
judgment would teem to dictate, and 
give employment to as many mechanics 
IV possible; they encourage others to on- 
largo their operations by loaning them 
means, or furnishing increased accommo- 
dations in the way of buildings or ma- 
cbincry. In thc£0 and many other 
\raya tboy conlribulo to tho growth and 
prosperity of tho community to which 
thoy form a part. They give liberally in 
aid of tho charitable and religious organi- 
sations of tho placo, and do it cheerfully, 
as though it were ft plcasuro rather than 
n mero duty. Such men aro a blessing 
In tilt- ('■■.'•. i. diunily. Their influence is 
like tlint of the aun and rain upon vegeta- 
tion. Every thing teems to smile all about 
them ; their path is marked with beauty, 
and flowers toem to spring up beneath 
their very feet. 

And tho influenco of cuch men is not 
. confinc'l merely to what they do them- 
&elvcs. Ulan is ao imitative creature". — 
Ho is always seeking for models, and apt 
to follow them," be they good or bad. — 
Genuine origfati-xaen aro ttarce. There- 
fore he who'tet* a good example not only 
beneflla his raco i.y yj^at, Redoes bimsel^ 
but he stimulates diners to do good like- 
wise, aud the inOucn^ t'.,i'_? J:t in motion, 
goes on extending -until it cbmpa&ses the 
earth, perhaps. No man cap tell yrhen or 
where his influence will end, nor what 
form it will eventually put do. %i 
publio spirited man becomes ft motive 
power to propel those around him who arc 
capable of any motion at all. Some men 
arc not. They arc born to fill a tmall 
circle, and thoy cannot fill a larger one. — 
Public spirit is not to be xepected of 
such. Tbcy are milestones on the road 
to poiut tho way they never travel them- 
eclves. Thus they serve their purpose, 
doubtless, but their position is not to bo 
envied by live men, who havo higher ideas 
of life. Wo have known sorno such men 
of whom it may be s'uid they arc fifty 
years behind the age. They aro content- 
ed in tho possession of personal comfort 
fcnd easo ; their thoughts aro never trou- 
bled about public improvements, except it 
be the fear that they may be taxed to pay 
for them. What was good enough for 
their fathers is good enough for them. 

Ono can conceive what a place would 
be if entirely controlled by such men — a 
Sleepy Hollow kind of paradise, devoted 
to the past, untroubled about the present, 
and never even dreaming of the future. 
If euch men ruled tho world, railways, 
telegraphs and labor-saving machines 
would dc unknown, and we sliould event- 
ually relapse into barbarism. 

It ip ft duty men owe to themselves and 
their fellow men to encourage ft liberal 
publio spirit. It in tho opponcut of sel- 
fishness, enlarges tho heart, and makes 
the world batllr and more fit for the resi* 
dencc of beings with souls. It increases 
the great turn of human happiness, and 
promotes Iho'best good of tho community 
and tho world. . A public spirited man is 
generally a safe guiuo to follow in matters 
effecting tho temporal as well as spiritual 
good of tho human raco.

' Acorxc'^iidcntpf tbejObin TinUlKjho 
resided f/zA'conridtrcUo tiifi'o in^ur'th- 
Kft ^ivmU'-.-foHowing account of tVo. iV 
orfginca of that country : 

An regards their personal appcarftnoe, it 
a peculiarly diwgrccablo tothoKuropean. 
tho ordinary hcigbt.Tarjco frpm about 
vo fctlfour i.rVcnce to-fiye fMttchirfjhcav 
'bey. hftVA Joi'tg matWd hair h^w^Jfef- 
to tbeir fhouldeis, through which ft corab 
novcr penetrated rinco tho dny of their 
birth j bcfirds to match, alfto malted, In 
como infllaow4 •rcutyntt down, to their 
waiata; very broad'flat noWi wilh'ft'bono 
sluck through betwixt their nostrils, bori- 
ron tally; a, largo mouth, with two front 
toMh knocked out (according t/> ft cuatoin 
nlrich thoy havo) ; and verv rcccdingforc- 
bead* \ Th'o^nrn rarely, if-cf or, lJcnf laiy 
clotlii/i^;) and (ho woinflif, e^ilf ft pngftoo 
slin put on ro th'at tho opening Ifl'nl (ho 
side, one arm only being teen, and pinned 
at tho shoulder With ft kangaroo bone, MB* 
wcring »» ft pin. Their weapon of oflenco 
and defence consists of ft apear about eight 
feet lonp", m*?do of ft hard woodeftllcl 
M Mulga," fhnrpened at tho point, which 
tbcy throw with wonderful precision; tho 
boomerang, a iemi circular piece of wood 
about fourf«t long, sharpened at tho outer 
edge, and, as most (KOplo know, they throw 
this weapon, which on leaving the handof 
(he thrower rices and foils until it rcahes 
about 160 yards, when on foiling to atriko 
ony obicct, it wjll return to tho foot in ft 
direct Jluc; the WAddy,tiehorlc!ub, which 
thoy either btriko with, or throw, chiefly 
a,t wnlhby'fi (ft diminutive species of kan- 
garoo about Iho tiro of a hare.) Thov 
also uiA this laal weapon in duelling, which 

they carry out in ft manner peculiar to 
Ihemiclvca. The two combnlanls walk to 
\hc nearest creek or dry wntcr-coun;c, ono 
<Jf them carrying n waddy, when having 
c!;' ■'■ li ft euitAblo place for tho encounter 
Ihoy low for who w to have tho first blow. 
Tho loser immediately holds down bis head, 
receiving ft blow of tho waddy from tho 
winner, who hands it to tho other and to 
on, blow about, until one or other is ren- 
dered insensible, which usually do<a not 
happen for nomo lime, aa blixLfcllows' 
head* aro proverbially thick. 

Houses or huts aro unknown to tho 
Australians; when they campforthenight 
they erect « few branches to windward hs 
n hreakwind, with a firo lighted on tho 
other eido; and each family reposes be- 
tween tho firo and tho branches along with 
their legions of bnlf starved curs, which 
they keep for the purposo of hunting; and 
s,o fond are they of those doj;p, that it is 
no uncommon sight to sco a J,ubra, or 
black woman, with ft child hanging to one 
breast and a pup at the other. 

Moat aavagC3 havo como sort of religious 
feeling, but our friends have not ft sign of 
it; and their connection with white bush- 
men docs not tend to improvo them in this 
respect, fts tho only thing they nro taught, 
is to swear tho rnobt horrible patlis ; luid to 
drink brandy and gin.' ' Thcynavohoidea 
of n Supreme being, but an ludistinet no- 
tion of EOmc spirit of evil, for whom they 
aro frightened in the dark, termed "Mul- 
dab'i," or" Deb)!, Dcbil." So firmly do 
Ihoy beliovo in this, that it is next to im- 
possible to got a-black to stir from bis 
camp fire at night. They imagino that 
all white men wcro black at one time, and 
that as soon as a native dies ho tarns into 
a win to man; to uso tlicir broken English 
expression — "Black fellow tumble down, 
picaninny time jump up all tamo white 
fellow." 

Iu their merry moods they have a sort 
of national' 'alliance called " Corrobcry." 
A largo firo being kindled at n t-hort dis- 
tance from their camp, the women form 
in ft semi-circle near it, each with two 
waddys, which they strike together, ac- 
companied by ft singsong none, which 
serves as music or theochestra; and the 
men dance (if so it may be called) round 
and in front of the fire, going through the 
most extraordinary contortions and ges- 
ticulations/each with a blazing fagot in 
his hand, for perhaps half an boor, when 
they subside into quiet, and retire to their 
camp perfectly lost in admiration and de- 
light at their own performance. 

Cannibalism - is not eo- common as is 
generally supposed ; they have weaknesses 
for certain portions of the bnman body, 
such as tho fat about the kidneys and 
liver, although in one instance I observed 
a girl with a newly-born infant in her 
arms, which she had given birth to a few 
days previously, and on seeing her with- 
out it a day or two afterwards I enquired 
how fared the *cion of the house of Black, 
when she informed me that it had died 
and she had eaten it I 

The women alone mourn after deceased 
relations. On one occasion, when about 
two hundred natives attacked our station 
and shepherds, the manager and overseer 
rode to a creek about fourmilcaoff, where 
the natives were encamped; on. their way 
they were surprised by the whole body of
